MISCELLANY

Spongy Chromium.—A Flame Level.— 
Iron Smelting 
by 
Water.— All 
Animals Warm Blooded.— Jupiter 
Without Moons.—A Screw Rifle- 
Ball.—Cas Generated by Electric 
Leaks.—Electric Smoke Abating.— 
Some Temperatures. 


Chromium in a remarkable new 
spongy form has been produced by 
Binet de Jassoueix by beating cast 
chromium contaiuing fifteen per cent 
of boron id an electric furnace with 
a large mass of copper. 
The ingot 
shows the white spongy metal in the 
midst of the copper. When the latter 
is dissolved out, the dried residue is 
a^brilliant spongy mass ot nearly pure 
chromium in the form of interlaced 
filaments or crystallites grouped like 
snow-flakes or moss leaves. 
The 
small amount of boron present may 
he driven off by heating. The spoDgy 
chromium is attacked more easily 
than the ordinary metal, does not 
oxidize in air but iu flame burns like 
tinder, glows very brightly in oxygen, 
and is attacked by hydrochloric aDd 
sulphuric acid but not by nitric 
acid. 
Among the curious experiments 
that may be performed with the flame 
tube of Uirioh Behn, which was ex­ 
hibited at the last soiree of the Eon 
doD Royal Society is that of obtaining 
a level by means of two gas-jets. The 
tube, which is of tin about two inches 
in diameter and a yard loDg, has its 
ends oorked, and a large hole is cut 
in the side Dear each end. 
Gas is 
led through one cork and igDited at 
the boles. 
With the flames so ad­ 
justed that a luminous tip appears on 
each with the tube horizoutal, a 
variation from level of an eighth of an 
inch—corresponding to a difference 
in pressure of two ten-millioutbs of 
an atmosphere—is shown. 
A novel method of iron-making is 
suggested by A. Hiortb as a promis­ 
ing industry for Norway. 
The Nor­ 
wegian iron ore is now exported, but 
experiment proves that even the un­ 
saleable low grade ore can be reduced 
by the impure graphite of the country 
iu electric furnaces operated 
by 
water-power, the product being flue 
pig iron at low cost. 
To sneak of warm-blooded and cold­ 
blooded auimals is now known to be 
both unsoientiflo aud inexact, and 
Prof. E. L. Trouessart, tbe French 
naturalist, points out that the olasses 
recognized by modern physiologists 
are “ homeotherms” 
and “ pneci- 
lotherms, ” or animals of constant and 
those of variable temperature. 
No 
animals are without heat, all being 
appreciably warmer than the usual 
tempeiature of the medium in which 
they live, 
in flying insects tbe 
excess ot beat may reach 7 degrees to 
11 degrees F., while marine inverte­ 
brates aie not more than a few tenths 
of a degree warmer than the surround­ 
ing sea, but in ail poecilotherms tbe 
body temperature rises or falls with 
that of tbe air or water. 
AmoDg 
mammals the body temperature varies 
with species from 98 deg. to 102 deg. 
F., while iu birds it is from 101 deg. 
to 111 deg. 
These temperatures re­ 
main constant, no matter how great 
are tbe changes m tbe surrounding 
medium, and an important difference 
between the creatures once called 
warm-blooded and cold-blooded is 
that tbe homeotherms have an auto­ 
matic heat regulating mechanism. 
This acts through the vasomotor 
nerves, which control the circulation. 
Shivering is a convulsive movement 
of the muscles that warms the body, 
and cooling off is effected by increas­ 
ed evaporation through the sweat 
glands, as in mau, or through accele­ 
rated respiration, as in dogs and 
birds. 
An apparently moonless Jupiter is 
tbe curious astronomical event that, 
according to a French astronomer, 
may be seen from favorable points on 
tbe evening of October 3d. In ordin­ 
ary telescopes tour satellites aie 
usually visible, but for teu minutes 
on tbe evening named all will vanish, 
three being behind tbe planet and one 
in front. 
Only Eastern observers— 
like those in Asia and Australia—can 
witness this rare phenomenon. 
The new bullet ot Signor Cei- 
Keigotti has a screw-shaped point, 
which increases rotation. 
Oerman 
tests have shown that this increases 
the range and gives a flatter traject­ 
ory than that of the ordinary rifle 
ball. 
Investigating a leakage of current 
from the negative cable of an eleotric 
tramway in Liverpool, Dr. Bassett 
has found that tbe top of tbe wooden 
trough carrying the cable had been 
burned through and material had 
leaked in that had formed a hard 
alkaline orust on the wire. Hydrogen 
was given otf on contact with water

suggesting the presence of free sodium 
and potassium. 
A fluid alloy of 
these two metals was discovered in 
interior crevices, and analysis showed 
tbut tbe crust was two thirds sodium 
and potassium hydroxides, tbe re 
maiuder being mostly earthy matter, 
with some soluble silica aud about 
oue per cent each of free potassium 
aud free sodium. 
It was concluded 
that electrolysis formed the free alkali 
metals, wbicb water converted into 
hydroxides, with the evolution oi 
hydrogen. 
it confined and mixed 
with air, tbe hydrogen might have 
produced a violent explosion, aDd 
this suggests a new explanation of 
explosions near electric mains that 
have been usually attributed to coal 
gas. 
Electric air nitration is tbe idea of 
an Englisb engineer, and is based on 
tbe discovery that a body positively 
electrified by 100 volts or more will 
beoome covered with soot in a single 
day iu a smoky atmosphere, while a 
negatively charged 
body remains 
clean, inserting a sheet of wire gauze 
iu tbe iDtake flue of a ventilating 
system and electrifying it by. con­ 
necting to a 250 volt supply main, tbe 
gauze extracted a large quantity ot 
soot from tbe air. 
High temperatures now play bd 
important part in our daily work, 
and it is interesting to note the 
following 
actual temperatures of 
tamiliar objects aud operations, as 
determined by a new optical pyro­ 
meter. Porcelain furnace. 2498 deg. 
F; glass furnace, 2552 deg.; open 
beartb steel, 2795 deg.; melted plati­ 
num, 3230 deg.; incandescent lamp, 
3272 deg.; arc lamp, 7410' deg.; the 
sun, 13712 deg. 


A Church Quits Trade. 
Those who are not familiar with 
the story of the Mormon church, its 
inception and growth, may not appre­ 
ciate the importance ot a step decided 
upon by those in authority to take 
the Mormon church out of trade. For 
it has been one of the biggest com­ 
mercial factors west of the Rocky 
Mountains for a half century, aud it 
was largely through its commercial 
development, and its hold upon the 
people in a financial way, promoting 
their interests with its own, that has 
enabled it to become one of tbe great­ 
est powers ot modern times. 
The Mormon church yesterday sold 
the Crass Creek coal mines near Coal­ 
ville, Utah, for 8300,000; other sales 
since tbe adoption of the non-com­ 
mercial policy were ot the Balt Air 
railroad and bathiug pavilion, tbe 
street railway and the electric light 
aud power plant, hollowing are only 
facts of the gigantic commercial in­ 
terests controlled and owned- by the 
Mormon church in Utah: Railroads, 
power plants, commercial and savings 
banks, implement warehouses, coal 
mines, pleasure resorts, educationu 
institutions, book stores aDd daily 
newspapers and magazines. Foremost 
amoDg its commercial enterpiises is 
Zion’s Co-Operative Mercantile in­ 
stitution in Bait Lake, with a capital 
of $1,077,000; with annual sales .of 4 
million, and with stock quoted at 60 
per cent above par. 
It would be interesting to know if 
tbis discontinuance of business is 
due to the growing competition tiom 
iientiles, or that the Mormons, as a 
cburcb body, are disintegrating.

In New York city the whole subject 
of tbe milk supply is at present re­ 
ceiving a great deal at attention. 
While conditions aie had, awfully 
bad, there has beeD much improve­ 
ment during the past few years. And 
this result is attaiued in spite of 
great obstacles. Tbe great city needs 
for each day’s supply 1,600,00(1 quarts 
ot milk. 
’This immense sea of milk 
comes from over 30,000 dairies, some 
of them 400 miles away. From remote 
corners of Bennsylvauia and from 
Ohio milk is sent into New York. 
Much of the milk is from twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours old on arrival in 
the city, offering numerous induce­ 
ments tor the use of “ preservatives.” 
It is sold from about 12,000 places, 
offeriug many inducements for tbe 
use of water or baser adulterants, 
aud unlimited 
tacilities tor con­ 
tamination.—The Craftsman.

Earthquake Under.Sea. 
Far below tbe surface of the sea the 
eartbquaka makes as much com­ 
motion as on terra firma. The latest 
volcanic eruption ot Vesuvius was 
observed with respeot to its effects in 
the gulf of Naples by Dr. Salavtore 
Lo liioneo. The day before tbe erup­ 
tion, says the Chicago Tribune, not a 
sardine was to be caught in tbe 
neighborhood, although it was the 
height of the sardine season, for by 
some sixth sense tbe fish seemed to 
know of the impending disaster. 
The spawning of fishes was retard­ 
ed ; oysters, clams and their kin were 
killed, and there was great mortality 
among other types. Fishes that fre­ 
quent deep waters were somewhat pro­ 
tected from conditions prevailing nt 
the surface end esoaped death, bnt 
evidently they were thrown into a 
panic that caused them to leave their 
natural hunting grounds, for men 
fishing in small boats caught species 
which Dever had been brought up 
before except by a special deep-water 
device. 
> 
Tbe minute plants and animals 
comprising plankton, wbicb form tbe 
main lood supply of many of tbe 
marine animals, were largely destroy­ 
ed to a depth of ten fathoms, and as 
a consequence the scarcity of the 
food caused tbe death of the fish to 
such au extent that iu Bardinia tbe 
fishing 
industry 
practically was 
ruined. 
One of tbe most- curious effects of- 
the shower of cinders was to cause 
certain animals to throw cff ail ap­ 
pendages in the endeav-or to protect 
themselves. The lobster is oue* of 
the familiar animals that adopts tbe 
philosophical plan of giving up much 
to save more, and wheu caught will 
automatically detach a claw and leave 
it iu the hands of its captor in order 
to escape witb the rest of its corporeal 
entity. 
The serpent starfish adopts the 
sumo pulioy in time of danger, and as 
it is exceptionally well provided with 
arms, its obanc9s of escape by auton­ 
omy are correspondingly increased. 
When the shower of cinders descended 
into their world the animals accus­ 
tomed to this mode of defense re­ 
sponded to the disturbance in the 
usual way, by throwing off their 
appendages, repeating the process as 
the irritation continued, until they 
were completely dismembered.

To establish residence, there must 
be, ooDcurrent with tbe aot of settle­ 
ment. au iutent to make tbe laud a 
home to tbe exclusion of uue else­ 
where.

Tbe crowd 
caught Dodson’s hands, pulled for a 
moment, and lost tbeir hold.

Earth’s Cloud B elt. 
A Washington scientist gives a 
vivid picture of tbe great belt of 
clouds, some 300 miles iu breadth, 
wbicb surrounds tbe earth a little 
Dortb of the equatoh. 
Within tbis belt rain almost incess­ 
antly falls, sometimes in sheets, and 
the wind seldom stirs. 
Before tbe invention ot steamships 
vessels becalmed in tbe cloud belt 
sumetimes drifted helpless tor weeks. 
EveD now tbe crossing of tbis belt, 
where everything is surcharged with 
moisture, is a disagreeable experience 
for voyagers going from tbe north to 
the south Atlantic ocean, or vice 
versa. 
The belt can be traced across 
equatorial Africa aDd across the 
American isthmus, and the great 
rivers Amazon, Orinoco, Niger, Nile 
and Congo arise in these rainsoaked 
regions, which are like exbaustless 
reservoirs. The cause of this equator­ 
ial cloud belt is connected with tbe 
trade winds, and in the oourse of a 
year it oscillates north and [south 
over a distance equal to about three 
times its own breadth.

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More Looseness in County Affairs. 


We üave called attention to a num­ 
ber uf lustauoes of looseufess—to use 
a .ulid term—in oouuty uiauageiueut, 
p .e jid ic u l to tde interests ot tbe 
taxuayeis. 
We veutuie tbe opiuion 
that Lbe praseut iulamous road law is 
largely lespousiuie for tbe laxity tbat 
=ee u= to neioieate the oouuty govern 
ue-jt. 
i'Uat law is simply vicious in 
us uaiuie and tendency, and has pro- 
biuly acoomplisbed more to discredit 
county management Uian all other 
enactments of a doubtful character 
combined witbiu tbe past decade. 
No 
words of condemnation are too severe 
tor u law that permits a set ot super­ 
visors to have absolute control cf 
roadwork, and disburse one-third of 
the total 
money collected for the 
maintenance of the county govern­ 
ment. 
Esoh supervisor in his own 
district decides wnat work shall be 
doue on tbe highways, hires the men 
to do the work, passes the bills for 
labor and supplies, and in most caseE 
draws the money troin tbe treasury, 
and 
pays 
tbs 
vaiious claimants. 
Where 
in 
the 
whole 
systems ot 
national 01 
state governments will 
you üud a parallel to such a disgrace­ 
ful mode of conducting public aifaiis. 
Can it he surprising tbat tbe baneful 
effects of such a system should be felt 
throughout tbe whole ramifications of 
the local goverument. 
i'be intention 
of this article is to show up one 
phase of the road law in actual work­ 
ing. 
it must be noticed that at every 
meeting of the 
board on the Hrst 
Monday of each month, a claim foi 
salary of 825 tor eaoh supervisor for 
services 
as road 
commissioner 
is 
passed for payment by the supervisors 
themselves with clock work regular­ 
ity. 
In addition to this they draw a 
regular salary at tbe rate ot $400 per 
year 
as supervisors, 
which means 
933 1-3 per 
supervisor 
per month. 
This salary allowance being fixed by 
law, no bill therefor is needed to be 
presented or allowed. 
The salary is 
patd by warrant drawn by the auditor 
directly upun the treasurer, the same 
as 
the 
salaries 
of 
other 
county 
officers. 
But a different practice is 
followed with regard to compensation 
as road commissioner, although tbe 
money comes out of the salary fnnd. 
Why this difference? 
if the com ­ 
pensation for ruad commissioner is in 
the nature of a fixed salary, as the 
monthly bills therefor would indicate, 
wny do bills pass through the non- 
eensical red-tape 
business of being 
presented 
and 
allowed 
at 
every 
regular 
monthly 
session 
by 
the 
claimants themselves. 
Looking over these road commiss­ 
ioners’ bills we find them presented 
in this shape: 
For services as road commissioner 925 
They bear no indorsement of the 
district attorney as a legal claim. 
We assume therefore that they do 
not go before tbat official for his 
approval or disapproval. 
They seem 
to have been presented, 
allowed and 
paid as a matter of course, 
tbe same 
as other salaries. 
The question of 
tbeir legitimacy seems never to have 
been raised 
heretofore. 
The 
pro­ 
vision ot the county government act 
relating 
to this 
matter 
reads 
as 
follows for Amador county: 
Kach supervisor 8400 per annum, 
and ten c^nts per mile for traveling 
to and 
from his residence to tte 
county seat at each session; and, un ­ 
less otherwise provided by law, wbon 
serving as road commissioner 83 per 
day. 
But he shall not in any one 
year receive more than 8300 for ser­ 
vices as such mad commissioner. 
Now where is the authority in that 
section for treating road commiss­ 
ioner’s services as a fixed salary at 
S25 per month. 
The plan adopted 
eeoms to be to divide the maximum 
amount for the year—8300— by 
12, 
which gives the monthly sum of 825, 
the amount drawn. 
At 83 per day 
each supervisor would have to give 
100 days every year to road overseer- 
ship. 
No one wiil assume that they 
give more time than that to road 
work. 
Indeed, few will believe that 
anything like one hundred full days 
are devoted to this duty. 
Three hun­ 
dred days 
cannot be divided into 
twelve equal parts—even days—so as 
to make 825 per month. 
So that the 
monthly claim for road commissioner 
assumes on its face that the official 
has actually devoted more time to the 
work than he can draw pay for. 
To 
earn tbat amount he must work nine 
days per month, which at 83 per day 
would make 827. 
This means two- 
thirds ot a day each month without 
pay, amounting in the course of a 
year to eight full days donated to 
the county. 
it is 
presumed 
that 
under this loose-jointed law, any por­ 
tion of a day io road supervision 
entitles the commissioner to a full 
aa y’s pay. 
If he travels a few rods, 
and spends a few minutes in looking 
at a piece of work, he is entitled to 
charge $3 therefor. 
Who wiil contend 
tbat this amount of attention is given 
to the roads in each district. 
Another point. 
These road com ­ 
missioners’ bills are unitemized, and 
unverified and for these reasons are 
in conflict with law. Here is the law: 
Bee. 49. 
All 
claims 
against 
tbe 
county, presented by members of the 
board ot supervieors 
for per diem 
cud mileage, or other service render­ 
ed by tbem, must be 
itemized 
and 
verified as other 
claims, 
and 
must 
state that the service has been actual

betore allowance 
such claims must be presented to the 
district attorney, 
who must indorse 
tbeieon, in 
writing, 
tbe

This is plain enough, but it seems 
to be a dead law so far as tbe claims 
uuder consideration are concerned. 
We say again tiie whole road system 
has bad the effect of blunting tbe 
official coDscienoe, and demoralizing 
the county governm ent. 


Mosquito Raid. 


1'be residen s of this city are mak­ 
ing a great hue and cry because of 
tbe 
nrevalence 
of those annoying 
pests—mosquitoes. 
This section has 
been reasonably free from these in ­ 
sects. 
At any rate they have never 
before been so numerous as to create 
general comment, or universal annoy­ 
ance. 
We have always, so far, 
been 
able to dispeose with mosquito bars 
and other devices to ward oil the 
nocturnal 
attacks 
of these gnats. 
Not so this season. 
Every body is 
complaining about being kept awake 
by tbe buzzing and biting of mos­ 
quitoes. 
And tbe question is raised 
on all sides, What has brought about 
such a 
sudden 
increase 
of 
these 
“ undesirable” creatures? 
Any num­ 
ber of theories 
are 
suggested 
to 
account for the situation. 
The fact 
confronts us—they 
are here—why? 
What different conditions exist to-day 
to aoconnt for tbe change? 
Is it a 
mere temporary visitation, tbat.will 
cease with tbe present season; or is 
it due to conditions that are likely to 
make the nuisance permanent, unless 
the procuring causes are removed. 
One fanciful 
explanation is tbat 
they are caused by the failure of pro 
petty holders on Main street to con 
usct their drainage with the pubile 
sewer put in on tbat street last year. 
L'he waste retuse water is allowed to 
seep under the buildings, and soak 
into tbe ground, or form stagnant 
pools. 
These are thought to be the 
breeding grounds of the pests. 
We 
deplore the unsanitary conditions in 
this 
respeofc, 
and 
believe property 
holders should be made to correct 
tbem within a reasonable time; ut 
tbe same time we take no stock in 
tbe mosquito theory founded thereon. 
Tbe seepage is no greater now than it 
was years ago, not so great in fact. 
Bo this 
explanation 
falls 
to 
tbe 
ground. 
Besides which, it is by no 
means clear tbat stagnant water under 
dark floors could posBibiy become the 
nurseries of rnqsqnitoes. They breed 
in stagnant pools, bat air and su n ­ 
light are probably necessary to tbeir 
development. 
It is quite within tbe 
range, not of possibility, but pro­ 
bability, 
tbat 
tbe 
very remedial 
measures suggested—namely, connect­ 
ing Main street and other property 
with the sewers—will 
increase rather 
than decrease the mosquito nuisanoe. 
This statement may be startling, but 
there is logic behind it. 
If mos­ 
quitoes breed in stagnant water, and 
thrive on tilth, as scientists claim, 
the fact remains 
tbat 
Jackson 
is 
running 
more 
sewerage 
into 
the 
several 
branches of Jackson creek 
to-day than ever before. 
This sewer­ 
age is ail dumped within the city 
limits, 
it furnishes food upon which 
the mosquito iarva deposited in the 
stili water on the margin of these 
streams fatten and 
mature into the 
pestiterous mosquito. 


Moral —As the offal cannot under 
present conditions be carried a re­ 
spectable distance beyond the city 
limits, the only remedy -if it be one 
at all—is to iiusb ont the creek beds 
thoroughly and often. 


it perhaps 
has 
not escaped the 
notice of our 
readers, 
that not a 
word has been said by the oouuty 
administration gang or their satel­ 
lites in explanation or extenuation 
of 
the 
exposures 
made 
in these 
columns 
concerning 
the 
methods 
pursued in contracting for supplies, 
where contract^ have been called for 
in some instances, and the failure to 
establish 
rates 
in 
other matters, 
where tb8 law is imperative that such 
action mu9t be taken annually. 
We 
have shown by facts and figures bow 
tbe taxpayers have been cincbed by 
the uuderhanded methods resorted to 
for years, and are still being cinobed, 
and yet not a syllable come from any 
quarter in defense of the supervisors’ 
actions. 
The only 
explanation of 
this silence is that the position of 
the Ledger on these matters is un­ 
answerable 
The 
most 
damaging 
thing id the whole business is that no 
action is being taken to correct the 
loose methods referred to, or try to 
palliate them iu any way. 
From one 
end of the county to the other the 
people are talking about tbe laxity in 
administering county affairs, the dis­ 
regard for the plainest provisions of 
law, the sacrifice of the taxpayers’ 
interests, and still those concerned 
sit like so maDy sphinxes, and 
nothing. 


Tbe semi-offiuial statement in an­ 
other column 
shows 
the 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
property 
in Amad.or 
county for the cuireDt’year to be 85,­ 
731,440 being an iuorease over tbe 
previous year of 8615,326. 
This is 
oertainly a tremendous boost. 
it is 
abont a twelve per cant increase iu 
one year. 
In other words property 
holders will be called upon to pay on 
an 
average 
on 
8112 this 
year as 
against 8100 last year. 
No one con ­ 
versant with the. subject will contend 
tbat there is anytbiug like that much 
more taxable property than there was 
last year. 
The plain truth is in the 
other direction—proporty values have 
decreased instead ot increased. 
The 
realty sales of tbe past few moDtbs 
are sufficient proof of this. 
Good 
income business property is offered 
to-day for one-sixth less tbau n year 
ago. 
It is very doubtful if any class 
of property- has advanced iu actual 
value during tbe pust twelve months. 
At the beginning of tbe assessment 
year tbe 
order went 
out 
to 
the 
county assessors tbat increased values 
were needed; tbat expenditures tor 
state purposes would be heavily in ­ 
creased. 
These demands no doubt bad 
tbeir 
effnot, as there bas been a pretty 
general boost all along tbe line, 
in 
this couuty it is claimed tbat the 
increase comes in a largo measure 
from personal property—tbat is, 
iu 
listing personal 
nroperty that has 
heretofore 
escaped 
assessment. 
It 
this be tbe correct explanation, 
no 
wrong will be done to any one. 
it 
seems to us, however, tbat the in ­ 
crease is altogether too large to be 
accounted for in this way 
it will 
probably be 
found tbat there lias 
been an upward trend all through tbe 
list. 
With 
depreciating 
pioperty, 
and a corresponding downward move 
ment in the 
rentals 
therefrom, a 
sweeping jump in the exactions ot 
the tax-gatherer at this juncture is 
anything but a pleasing prospect ior 
tbe property owner to contemplate.

terial and work. 
In the old days a 
hide w as allowed to lie in the ta n ­ 
ner’s vats for a year before it was 
thought fit for use. 
P aper w as hand­ 
m ade of real linen rags. 
Now book 
leather is ready tw o or three weeks, 
a fter the calf has been skinned. 
P a­ 
per is machine m ade of heaven knows 
wliat. Of course there may be honest­ 
ly made paper and strong binding now, 
as there w ere then, bu t a couple of 
hundred years ago good binding and pa­ 
per w ere the rule. 
Now they are the 
rare, also the costly, exceptions. 
It Is 
i true th a t the high tem peratures of the 
| houses, the gases and coal fum es may 
I have som ething to do w ith im pairing 
leather bindings, for, as everybody 
knows, a stout cloth or canvas binding 
Is better than the leather now used. 
The sam e influences m ay also dam age 
the paper, b u t still the fact rem ains 
th a t neither the tem perature nor the 
gases affect the w ork of the old print­ 
ers, so the difference, after all, is one 
of quality.”—St. Louis Globe-Democrnt.
